What a wonderful year of growth 2018 has been! We were 
blessed to send 147 short term missionaries to Africa this year. 
Across five countries, our short term missionaries were able to 
minister to children in African hospitals, work with schools in 
impoverished communities, and participate with VBS programs in 
local churches. We served people through street evangelism, food 
programs and building projects. Our groups not only fell more in 
love with the continent that God has called us to, but also with 
Jesus himself. It’s a beautiful thing to witness Jesus working in the 
hearts and through the hands of our short-term missionaries. 

In 2018, Love Africa has also been able to welcome several 
long-term missionaries who will serve overseas with our 
international partners. For the first time in the history of our 
ministry, we have two interns who will serve for 12 months with 
our international partners in Zambia! In addition to our interns, 
we currently have one long-term missionary building a school in 
Kenya, and several missionaries who are currently praying to see 
where God will send them long-term. Our ministry is expanding. 
Our commitment is deepening. We are excited and expectant for 
all the Lord will do as we look to 2019 and the development of 
multiple projects that will help 365 days a year! 




Meet Charles. He is a hard working, kind, compassionate, and 
determined Kenyan driver who desires to serve his own community 
through education. Anyone who has come with us to Kenya knows 
Charles’ vivacious personality and strong character. This genuine 
man uses his own profit through driving and farming to pour into the 
lives of children in his home village.

However, Charles can’t do 
this alone. The current school was built as a temporary structure and 
suffers from poor drainage.
